to be nawed tie Gnristian Church). 

A fally tradition is that the name was "Konniston" Le- 
fore the Boston Tea Farty aid that woen David (1,) throw the 
ea into the woston liarvbor at Griffinta sharf, on Secenver 16, 
1773, he threw the "t" out of his nave, iienoe ay people 
naced "Kenison, Kennison, hinnison, eto.,” all without the "tb", 
are related to us, however distantly, but those with the 
extra letior are prowAm.liev, war relatives, if any ab all; 
hence tne different family sur-names in tuls "new civilization" 
mentioned in Atraham Lincoln'a Gettyburg Address during the 
Civil war. 

The early years of the life of the subfect of this sketoh 
were in Fikes County, Unlo, where ue was reared to young mane 
hood, attending tiie public schools in that couwmunity. Afler 
he finishing bis schooling, he farmed with his familly and woen 
he was abouteight years of age the Civil war broke cut, (be~ 
tween the North and the South over alavery). Of courss, he 
was to young to have enlisted in tie Union aray, however, four 
of his older brothers enlisted, two of tnem being killed, 

After the hostilities of tie Civil var had coased, lenr;, 
then at the ave of about 1k cr 15, nmioved to Idnmeoln, Loan 
County, Illinois, wiere iio was euployod ag’ & coWepuncier by 
Mr. wily. 

After a short tine In Tllinols, and due to the reat 
expansion westward and the growth of the United States of 
Aworica, Kir, wiley decided to go weat and acquire a larver 
ranch in hebraska, as it was being settled at that tlie, 
Henry, thinking that perhaps he wlght be able to getba hore 
stead of his own, soneday, in tiese néew [rontiers, went along 
with him, and continued in his euplcoyuent, 

Toey made the trip in 1E&76 and at that tine the r:ailways 
were just bveginuls. to expand nustward across the kKisso.rl 
River from St. Joseph, Omaha, Kellview, sate., hebraska, and 
8o they rode on one of the old curly day trains.

Edgar, Clay County, Nebraska, was the end of the line, and af- 
ter arriving there on the Old St. Jossphand Grand Ialand siall- 
roud, iir, #Lliey obtained his largo ranoh, woiilchyas located a 
short distance West and South of town. anry continued in his 
employment for about two years, At about tiis time neand three 
other of his adventurous froee-booter pals, hitched up a team 
of horses to their spring wagon and were off for a vacation 

and land explorins: expedition to Colorado to see the wountains 
@id the "Roaring Gold Camps". It took them about eleven days 
of travel to make the trip to Denvor from idgar. Hanry't3 vest 
pal in this group was Webb Todd, whom he had known in Illinols, 
and after enjoying the mountain scenery and being wise enouph 
to read between the lines, they decided that the colorado 

Gold gush was wmoatly a "hoax" of some racketeers out of Kansas 
City and soon returned to Edsar, asa Colorado was toodry and 
too mush of a dasert for farming at that tlue, 

When they returned to Nebraska, huckolls County was be~ 
ing formed and was being settled quite quiokly with armall 
trading posts belng established hera and there. Infect Nuck- 
olls County was organized and held its first alectlon duns 27, 
in tie year 1371 and was named after Stephen #, huckolls, wao 
was one of the early day Novraska aid Wyaing ploneora during 
the territorial and early statehood days of tna two states, 
lie was the man that lald out and started the town of "Nebraska 
City", in Otoce County. He was in the Banking business thore 
and was on the gehool board and also operated several ovor- 
land oxen freight out-flits west to Denver, Colorado, ie sarved 
in the Nebr. State Legislature and Kuckolls County was nased 
after him because he had something to do with the passage of 
the bill that started tie organization of t.e County. ie late 
er moved to Cheyenne, Wyouing, where he Lbeeane a very promine 
ent oltigen cperating a gpeneral werchandise store for many 
yeara, lie glao served in the Wysming Leglelature as a Demo- 
erat and was the very first delesate from territorial wyuing 
to the U. SS, Conrress, Ho finally retired and moved to salt 
Lake City where he died in 1879, 

It was at this tine that Henry and Todd both acquired 
lar;o tracts of land for thomselvega near Angus, alyoat this 
tino, Henry was attracted by and fell in love with a beautiful 
dark-oyed girl named LUannah Matilda Kino amnon, and 16 wasntt 
long afterward that theywere married and settled down to 
raising a famlly on thelr ranch and farm bast of angus, 
fhey were married on Decenver 25, 152, Christmaa bay, at the 
home of the bridea parents, tne old J. G, Kineannon place, just 
across tne Little Blue Alvear soutn of town, and the farm that 
they took and where they lived most the rest of thelr lives, 
raising tesir family of four girls and eight boys, was loocat- 
ed approxluately a nalf mile north and one mile east cf Angus. 
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Tre lives of those early day ploneers was certainly 
rough, hard and woolly, Henry and the other plonesrs used 
to te Ll atories about thoilr fighting tne Indians alony ths 
Little Blue ilver, nearby the farn. they never thoucnt of 
going out into their fields to plow, etco., without taking a 
rifle with them for protecticn against the Indlans. Many of 
the house-woren at first took thelr clothgs down to the river 
to wash it on the rocks along the river bankas ard many fanil- 
fes lived for months in Dugeouts and cavos alone the river, 
until lumver could be prepared to build new homes, Grass-so0dd 
was used also for ceotting protection from the elements, ard 


tany of that typo of nouge was used for saveral years. Henry 


not only was a largo sanle farner, but he also fed and fatten- 
ed many cattle which oo shipped to ut. Joseph for sale, 

Henry also had a great interest in the walfare of the 
oitizena of the Angus Community add served them very woll 
being a active member of tne cld Independont Party and Popul- 
ists Party also. In his lator years he wus active with the 
Democrats, especially during the turbulent tices cof Franklin 
Pelane Roosevelt. He attended wany politica rallias and al- 
8O conve:tiong ag a delerate from Sherman Frecinet, tio also 
owned and operated the #, HK, Kinnigon and won General Kerenan- 
dise Store, at Angus, and his ¢ldest gon eeaee iverert assiste 


ed him with ti.is enterprise. In his later days he was the 


President of the Dank of Angus, was frecinot Assessor and was 
& large stock-holder fn the huckolls county Velephone Co, he 
was a member of the Modern Woodmen of America and also a nene 
ber of the Cdd Fellows Lodge, and attended the Unites brethe 
ren Chursh of Anus, 

An interesting Ltem about the old W, li, Kinnison place, 
jJuat east of Angus, is that tho 61d Ororon Trail uged to cross 
1% and geveral years before Renry and the other pionsers of 
Huokolls County took this land for fermaing, Several tundredsa 
of thousands of Mormans and Oregon and tashinston pioneers 
orosged it on thelr way to the Salt late Vallagy and the creat 
Northwast, 1830 to 1855, In one of tha cornflelds of the farm 
there occurred an Indian Ma8aasre during the early days, 

The plones:'s going west were attacked by the Indians and ag 
was the cuatom, they formed thelr wagons Ina alrele in ore 
der to make a fortress for self protection and fro which to 
fient off tne Indians, It aprears that few of ti.e plonoers 
escaped alive or wlth very much of thalir tolone ‘Inga. aa for 
wany many years afterwards as the dinnison boys plowed this 
partioular field each year they turned up Indtan A rrowehoads, 
rings afd @daups, and old parts of harnesses and wales, and 
other metal fragments thal wera thu remains of the burned 
wagons and equipment frou this Masaacre, 

Down toe Little blue Hiver a short distanse fron angus 
ig “Ihe sarrows", which ta a vary narrow place in the river 
bottom and it waa here that the Indlans used to trap,in the 
early dava, muay of tne stage-coactio3s on the way dest. sis 
Place was so narrow and long that the drivers couldn't tura 
around in lt, $0 a8 to go buck to tue fort bor protection, 
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it wag noar here that tice Uak urove hagscre coaurred 
in about 18657,. } 

Anothcr Interesting thing about toe farm is when the 
big red barn turnod to the ground, ‘Tis occurred during tio 
sumior of 1906 and how the fire got started no one ever know, 
Floyd (iika) Michasl, whowas Henry's nephew, wug awausued at 
about two otclock in the morning by the terrifie brirht light 
from the Lluze that shown across the flelds and into ita bed- 
room window that was about a mile south. Ne imvediately jJump-~ 
ed out of bed and woke bis parents, Phillip and Sarah Miehael 
and then pan acrosa the fields to the Kinnison |! arm House 
where he aroused tiem, They all got up and imredlatoly becan 
totake all of thelr furniture out of the house, as the Weat 
side of tne place was terribly scorched from the heat, howsve 
er, the house did not burn down, They lost about fifteen 
head of fine horses in this fire, but, they and the barn 
waa soon replaced, 

AKOUS, Nuckolls County, Nebraska, is located elsht mil- 
68 northeast from Nelson, the County Cesat and was platted and 
incorporated by the Lincoln Land Company in May 1686, and wag 
naned as a Railroad Station after Mr. J. tt, Angus, wi.o was 
an official of the Chioavo, Surlington and .uincy Railroad 
that bad its dapot on the East bank of the Little Blue xiver, 
@nd wilch was na&so awfully farfrom the junction of the Ox 
Row Creak and the Little Bluse River; it waa also just a littb 
ways south of the site where thoy dug up the largest prehist-- 
orio wanmoth ever discovered, (this skeleton is in the Katur- 
al History Liuseum at Denver, Colo), 

Prior to the coming of the Jv. Bat, KH, Re (which was pre- 
viously the Nebraska and Colorado fidlroad), and back in the 
days of the Oregon Trail, Pony ixpross and the stare coach 
lings, and Lerore Angus was started, the nsarest post-sorfice 
and trading post that servdd the district was Oxbow, wihiloh 
was directly acrosa the Little Blue River southwest from pre- 
sont day Angus, Also up the river u short distance fron 
present day Angus, was the old Blues £luff W111, whichvws 
another sort of trading post. This old mi11 was started tn 
about 1973 and in 1876 it was rented by Mr. J.A, Roberts and 
lim. Afkens,. Tater tn 1882 wr, Roberts tought an interest in 
1: and gontinusd to operate it for several years, The mill 
dan had as sevemn(7) foot fall and it ground both wheat: and 
corn and there was also a stone guarry in comnection with it. 

The mail distributing point in those days was Kdgur(foun- 
dead with the coming of tie St. Soseph and Grand Island a.n, 
in 1872), and many of the Anus District feople pot thotr 
wail directly from trere, however, thore Was also a stare 
coach ling operated by a Mr. cdgigton, that car:ied tcth 
wall and passengers from Edgar to Superior, goin down thru 
Ox Bow. This siate-coach driver would drvie down one day 
to Superior and return to Ldgar the nextday. 

The nano Angus no doubb ori¢inated in very very ancient 
Hritish and Scottish history, as Aengus (Eros) was in Gallic 
(Irish) Mythology,a God, or apirit of love, youth and beauby. 
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Kisses have been called “birds of Agneous." in Scotland 
there is an county named “Ancus" which was naned after an in- 
vading fually from VDenmark about flve centuries ajo, sere 
also originated the Anrus-Aberdeéen cow, that was firat brouliit 
across the Atlantic Ocean in 1873. 

Long before british History bean "Angus" was originally 
the name of a famous ‘'rojan Eero in the batt of Troy, and 
that is the main reuson that the nare has lived sc long. 

Angus was a very comaon nawe used In ansient Italy during the 
Renaissance and was originally spelled "Aeneas", From Italy 
the name spread to urope, thence to Lootland and Mngland, thru 
the invading fanily from Venmark., Wany families in scotland 
3¢111 use the nane spelling it “Aenghus" add the Glengarry 
Glan still spell it us oviginally started from tiw Batile cf 
Troy, - "Aeneas." (the above from the Oxford victionary of 
Snwlish Chriatian Namea", written by withycoube), 

fefore the turn @ the Cdntury and back in "fhe horse 
and bupsy" daya, Angus was a very busy and flouriahing town. 
There wore four trains aday that passed thru the. town, and 
two grain elevators, two grocary und gonesral merchandise ator 
ea, one hardware stor @, one hotel, a stock yard, a blacksmibti 
shop, a barter shop, a millinery shop, a bank, a lumber yard, 
& livery barn, an automobile factory that mado Puller Autos, 

a Junior iligh school, a weat Kuarket, a camant factory, two 
shurehnéd3 ard a telephone awitchboard oftice, which was locat~ 
ed in the hotel, then in the garly 1200's started the baring 
nine of our modernization with ita atroamlinad waya of today, 
whieh introduged into the United States of Americay applicd 
payoholoyv, (aonditiined reflexd?), the automoblla, good faut 
paved high-ways, bus lines ani Pastera nd wore convenlent fre~ 
ieht by truck linss, motion pictures, chain store corporatlons, 
machines for factories with batter eleotrical tools Lor wass 
produation, and along with those ghanges anda panera] finun- 
Glial panic and depresgaion beginmins about 1910, wany Nebraska 
banks went into bankruptey and Angus with many other counuunit- 
fos began to lose Lts business and population and bas dwindled 
down until today, (1956) 1t 18 a ware hamlet wlth only a few 
houses left that the rourth generation dwells in, ons grocery 
store and post-office, a garaza, and two churches where the 
eitizgensa of the community sb111 practice their Democratia and 
Constitutional Rights to Worship God in tielr own way. 

When the severest of the bankeruns started at Angus, 
#Llliam Nenry was one of the Prosidenta of tna bank of Angus, 
and one of his assoolates akipped out om him and wont to 
Galifornia, thus leaving nim to settle the affaira a tas Lank 
alone, and iienry boing a coed oltizen and a Christian with a 
continued good falth in bis community and in order to kaap 
nis good name and rapubtation, paid off all of the ban«ws de- 
positora with funcsa from part of his own personal agsount, 
whieh luter forced hin to a91l part of hia large Bnd noldiijs. 
This was indeed an ast cof Christian HusanitarLaniam, and 
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igury should be held in the highest of regarda for tuis goad 
deed and nis valor, 
Another Interesting Lltem about Angus ig tuat it was 
here that trey unearthed one of tua hi reest preshistoric 
kamnoths ever found. krs. toss brooks found it one day afte 
or a vere heavy rain. and flood. The Iittlb Blue River in its 
flooded « onditicn had washed away a part of the river bank

eomstery at Edgar, Glay County, Nebradga, 

Little is Knowa about the anaestory of tre hincan:onsgs in 
vniscgonain, but, all elent of the children wore born in uleu- 
land County, and when Hannah was a $irl elevan years of aoe 
in 17h, they plonecrad to Ox Low, NUKOl1Y’ County, sgodrasia, 
from Hoscatell, sLacotgin, In an eurly day covered wagon, 
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which must iave been a long bard journey, it taking teu 21 
days to make the trip. 

Oa the trip frow Hoscaball, wisconsin, to Ox Bow, lebrasgka, 
they were accompanisd most of tha way by another faily in 
a covered wagon and when they reached the Missouri River, tuls 
otner family left tiem there and traveled southward into han- 
gas. The Kinoannens then wade tae rest of the trip by themsel- 
ves and when they arrived at Ox Sow, they at first stared with 
the Duncan's, she being a neice of Mrs. Franoés Kincannon, (
